Color TY Is Here, But FCC Ruling May Not Come Quickly 


WASHINGTON, “'April 27 — 
The burning question before 
the Federal 
Communications 
Commission today is whether 
rn color telev ision for all v i d e o 
fans is just around the corner . 
or somewhere at the end of the 
rainbow. 
The TV industry and t h e 
public hav e been awaiting: the 
answer for sev en months. The 
situation remains confused. 
An FCC inv estigation of col­ 


or telev ision began last S e p - 
tember. Up to now, almost 
ev ery phase of the electronic 
marv el has been ex plored. But 
the commission is still watch­ 
ing and waiting. And the pub­ 
lic is still wondering. 
Some ex perts 
believ e 
the 
FCC decision will not c o m e 
until nex t Fall. Others think it 
is close a t hand. Be that as it 
may , these are the facts: 
Demonstrations prov e that 


ex perimentally speaking color 
TV is here. 
But before y du can hav e col­ 
or shows on y our own set, the 
FCC must decide which sy s­ 
tem is closest to perfection. 
The commission must set rigid 
engineering standards before 
color TV can be authorized 
commercially . 
This inv olv es close study of 
v oluminous technical data, ex ­ 
tensiv e 
tests, 
ex perimental 


colorcasts, and testimony by 
TV manufacturers, engineers, 
scientists, inv entors, and tele­ 
casters. 
Moreov er, 
there 
must be 
periodical rev iews of progress 
made by the three major color 
TV dev elopers—the Columbia 
Broadcasting 
Sy stem, 
t h e 
Radio Corporation of America, 
and Color Telev ision, Inc. 
Each 
claims 
superiority . 
Each has a tremendous stake 
—-for color v ideo rights a r t 


worth many millions of d o 1- 
lars. 
Present FCC hearings are 
designed 
to 
end 
t h e 
TV 
“ freeze” imposed in 19 48 when 
the demand for stations ex ­ 
ceeded ex isting fa cilities. 
The FCC also intends to set 
up a 
nationwide competitiv e 
sy stem assuring v ideo recep­ 
tion ev ery where. 
The commission proposes to 
make room for 2,000 stations 


in 1,400 communities by allo­ 
cating 42 new TV channels in 
a portion of the spectrum (ul­ 
tra high frequencies) hereto­ 
fore 
unused 
commercially . 
There is now room for only 12 
channels and 400 stations on 
the present v ery high frequen­ 
cy band. 
The 
gov ernment a l s o is 
study ing 
“ poly casting” — a 
method of reaching stations in 
hilly terrain a rea s; “ strato- 


v ision” — telecasting f r o m 
plane to plane, and allocation 
of frequencies to common car­ 
riers such as telephone com­ 
panies. 
Authorization of color m a y 
not come until all the issues 
can be disposed of in a “ one- 
package” decision.

Browder also said that he had 
nev er 
“ discussed 
him 
(Latti­ 
more) with any member of the 
Communist Party .” Browder ad­ 
ded : 
“ He was definitely kn own to 
me as a person of an ti-Commu - 
nist v iews of a v ery decided and 
profound nature.” 
Browder testified that if any ­ 
one of the prominence of Latti­ 
more was a Com rn u n i s t, he 
would certainly hav e known it. 
The onetime Commu n ist lead­ 
er reserv ed his 
most 
v itriolic 
comment for Bu den z 
when he 
replied to a qu estion on Bu den z’ 
testimony that Lattimore 
was 
giv en 
“ general direction ’’ of 
pushing the Communist lin e in 
the magazine “ Pacific Affairs.” 
Browder said: 
"That is not only false, but so 
utterly ridiculous it is hard 
to 
imagine how ev en a profession ­ 
al perjurer could think it up.”

DIET A N D HEALTH 
Inflammation of the Joints 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
FOR some years, doctors hav e 
believ ed that many cases of 
rheumatoid arthritis or inflam­ 
mation of the joints were associ­ 
ated with infection of one type 
or another. 
Recent work with the new 
germ-killer, aureomycin, tends to 
bear this out. Patients selected 
for treatment not only had rheu­ 
matoid arthritis but also an in­ 
fection of the prostate gland with 
what are known as pleuropneu- 
monia-like 
organisms. 
All 
of 
them had been prev iously treated 
with gold-salts, without note­ 
worthy results, one of the stand­ 
ard remedies against rheumatoid 
arthritis. When aureomycin was 
giv en, the germ disappeared and, 
at the same time, there was im­ 
prov ement in the arthritis, in 17 
out of 25 cases. In all patients 
who were not helped by the treat­ 
ment, it was later found that the 
aureomycin in the blood stream 
was too low in amount to be effec­ 
tiv e. 
Trea tment Sta rted 
Immediately after treatment 
was started, muscle and Joint 
symptoms in some patients be­ 
came worse and their fev er rose. 
But, after one to four weeks, im­ 
prov ement came and was con­ 
tinued. It was found that 
the 
germs disappeared before 
the 
symptoms of the rheumatoid 
arthritis cleared up. 
These same types of germs 


the urethra, the passage through 
which the urine empties out of 
the bladder. 
Of four persons with this con­ 
dition, two also had pains in the 
muscles and joints. In these cases 
all symptoms were reliev ed in two 
days by the aureomycin, giv en 
each day. 


Careful Search 
It would seem important in 
cases of rheumatoid arthritis to 
make a careful search for infec­ 
tion not only in the urinary tract 
but also in other parts of the 
body, such as the teeth, tonsils, 
and sinuses, and 
then 
hav e 
proper treatment carried out to 
ov ercome it. 
It is possible that in many cases 
aureomycin treatment may serv e 
to clear up the infection. In other 
cases, perhaps one of the other 
antibiotic preparations, such as 
penicillin, 
might be found help­ 
ful. In any ev ent, the elimination 
of any such infection should 
bring improv ement in the general 
health.

Color TV Is Here, But FCC Ruling May Not Come Quickly 


WASHINGTON,"'April 27 — 
The burning question before 
the Federal 
Communications 
Commission today is whether 
rn 
color television for all v i d e o 
fans is just around the corner 
or som ewhere at the end of the 
rainbow. 
The TV Industry 
and 
t h e 
public have been awaiting the 
answer for seven months. The 
situation rem ains confused. 
An FCC investigation of col­ 


or television began last S e p ­ 
tem ber. Up to now, alm ost 
every phase of the electronic 
m arvel has been explored. But 
the com m ission is still watch­ 
ing and waiting. And the pub­ 
lic is still wondering. 
Some 
experts 
believe 
the 
FCC decision will not c o m e 
until next Fall. Others think it 
is close at hand. Be that as it 
m ar, these are the facts: 
Dem onstrations 
prove 
that 


experim entally speaking color 
TV is here. 
But before you can have col­ 
or shows on your own set, the 
FCC m ust decide which sy s­ 
tem is closest to perfection. 
The com m ission m ust set rigid 
engineering standards before 
color TV ran be 
authorized 
com m ercially. 
This involves close study of 
volum inous technical data, ex­ 
tensive 
tests, 
experim ental 


colorcasts, and testim ony by 
TV m anufacturers, engineers, 
scientists, inventors, and tele­ 
casters. 
M oreover,

periodical review's of progress 
made by the three m ajor color 
TV developers—the Columbia 
Broadcasting 
System ,

Radio Corporation of A m erica, 
and Color Television, Inc.

—for color video rights a r e 


worth m any m illions of d o 1- 
lars. 
Present FCC hearings are

The FCC also intends to set 
up a 
nationwide com petitive 
system assuring video recep­ 
tion everyw here. 
The com m ission proposes to 
make room for 2,000 stations 


in 1,400 com m unities by allo­ 
cating 42 new TV channels in 
a portion of the spectrum (ul­ 
tra nigh frequencies) 
hereto­

com m ercially. 
There is now room for only 12 
channels and 4C0 stations on 
the present very high frequen­ 
cy band. 
The 
governm ent 
a l s o is 
studying 
“ polycasting” — a 
method of reaching stations in 
hilly 
terrain areas;

vision” — telecasting 
f r o m 
plane to plane, and allocation 
of frequencies to common car­ 
riers such as telephone com ­ 
panies. 
Authorization of color m a y 
not com e until all the issues 
can he disposed of in a “ one- 
package” decision.

of professor, with a gift for sharp 
dressing and figure skating. 
At the moment, Dr. Aebersold 
believes one of the most dram at­ 
ic medical employments of iso­ 
topes is 
that 
at 
the 
medical 
school of Harvard university. 
There radioactive phosphorus is 
being used to determine the ex­ 
act location and extent of dis­ 
cased tissue in brain operations. 
TWO HOERS before an op­ 
eration for 
brain 
tumor, 
Dr. 
Aebersold explained, radioactive 
phosphorus is injected into 
the 
veins of the patient during that 
interim, the diseased portion of 
the brain will absorb from five 
to 150 times 
more phosphorus 
isotopes than the 
normal 
por­ 
tion. 
Once the operation begins, sur­ 
geons use a tiny Geiger counter, 
about one-eighth inch in diam e­ 
ter, to probe delicately the folds 
ofthe b ram. Wherever the Gei­ 
ger counter registers* a high de­ 
gree of radio-activity, they put a 
tiny* slip of paper on the brain, 
indicating the degree of radioac­ 
tivity and its extent.

ed. “ is to map the brain 
for 
size and depth of the 
tumor, 
either malignant or benign.” 
The University of California is 
at work on a study of hardening

hundreds of hospitals and labor­ 
atories are digging deeper and 
deeper into the mysteries of can­ 
cer with a variety of 
isotopes 
from Dr. Aebersold’s 
store

radioactive atoms. 
But if the medical and scien­ 
tific uses of 
isotopes 
are 
the 
most dram atic, the commercial 
uses are at least as diverse. R a­ 
dioactive calcium is now being 
used as a mundane “ tra c e r” or 
detective in detergents to ban­ 
ish, if possible, the housewife’s 
problem of tattle--tale 
gray 
in 
sheets and shirts. 
RADIOACTIVE 
piston 
rings 
are also a part of 
Dr. 
Aeber­ 
sold’s stock in trade. Such a ring 
will test the wear and tear on a 
motor through the deposit of in­ 
finitesimal traces of radiocative 
iron in motor oil, while also test­ 
ing the quality of the oil! 
Dr. Aebersold now m anufac­ 
tures and ships isotopes to uni­ 
versities, laboratories, hospitals 
and commercial firms in most of 
the 48 states. He also ships iso­ 
topes to 24 foreign countries for 
medical and scientific work. No 
shipments abroad are yet per­ 
mitted for industrial purposes. 
“ We can make amounts of iso­ 
topes to satisfy 
t h e 
w h o l e 
world,” the doctor 
said. 
“ The 
bottle neck is not in the amounts 
we can make but in p e o p l e 
trained to use isotopes.”

The air ship­ 
ment, consigned to a California 
bird fancier, contained infected 
pheasant, quail, duck and part­ 
ridge. 
The severity of Asiatic New­ 
castle is underscored by the fact 
that only one of a flock of 40 
bantam s on the im porter’s farm 
survived exposure to it. 
Meanwhile, the Agricul t u r e 
Department announced a propo­ 
sal to extend its import quaran­ 
tine authority to poultry. Under 
the proposal, all importations of 
poultry game birds, except from 
Canada and Mexico, would be 
required to go through inspec­ 
tion and quarantine before en­ 
tering the U. S.

EW YORK— The other afternoon I was mum­ 
bling in this space about the things to see 
and the places to go, if you visit New York 
It

it actually is quicker to walk than drive, 
The New Yorker, generally speaking, doesn’t have a car. There s 
no place to park one; the core of M anhattan has been made out of 
bounds, by city ordinance, for parking. Only the garages and park­ 
ing lots are available, and they charge outlandishly. 
The country m otorist who pays five or IO bucks a month to garage 
his car at home is in for an awakening if he drives to the big town. 
Here, we travel by bus. subway and cab.

New York is not the place for you. It is not true that we all are 
out to clip our neighbors of their money, but it is true th at New 
Yorkers prefer to lead their own private lives and don't wrant any 
part of cup-of-sugar-borrowing or morning gossiping.
